The teeth are composed of low} 


crests and nipple-like cones, and 
are not of the “grazing type, 
composed of high, flattened 
plates as in the mammoths or 
elephants. 

Science has never been able 
to discover why these animals 
went out of existence. There is 
evidence that they were plenti- 
ful in Siberia where remains of 
both mammoths and mastodons 


have been found in large quan- 


tities. 


Some scientists hold that 


these two species of elephants | 


sprang from Siberia or Notthern 
Asia and slowly wandered to 
North America by way of the 
Bering Straits _which_then -was 
a land-covered area.
